The Impressions which I express 
here result from a week-Ions. visit 
to the South, where I conferred 
with students from Southern uni- 
versltles, discussed politics with 
professionals and worlclngmen 
from that area, and attended a 
. meetin* in Houston, Texas, where 
' Gov. Faubus delivered a seventy- 
five minute speech in honour of 
"Bill of Rights Day". The most 
dramatic opinion-forming factor 
was the meeting, attended by 
three thousand sympathetic specta- 
tors and a hundred or so hecklers; 
Because of space limitations, this 
article must necessarily be limited 



in scope to the five most interest- 
ing facets of the meeting: its or- 
ganizers, procedure, audience, 
guest speaker, and the content of 
its main speech.

This It 
equivalent, in our frame of reftr- 
once, to the following: promlntnt 
tegregatlonlitt and ttattt' right* 
man, obtcura tegregatlenittt and 
ttatat' rlghtt men, membert of the 
Ku Klux Klan, and ether timllarly. 
oriented groupt. 



These diverse organisations exert 
far less influence at the present 
time — in the lobbies of Washing- 
ton., »?, r example — than they po- 
tentially can. To an important ex- 
tent this is due to their disunity: 
unified, they, would represent a 
potent pressure group. 

It is precisely at this point that 
Faubus begins to loom as a dan- 
gerous man: he Is probably the 
only individual capable of uniting 
this fairly heterogeneous congeries 
under one single leader. It Is ho 
exaggeration, to say that each 
group worships him as a kind of 
messianic "supreme commander" 
to whom it would readily cede its 
allegiance and its autonomy. Some 
dea of the degree to which Faubus 
is deified can be Inferred from the 
unrealistic mass distribution, at 
tho meeting, of thousands of stick- 
ers proclaiming. "Faubus for pre- 
ildenf'l; and from the multiplicity 
of "sacramental" objects (e.g., 
Confederate flags) preferred upon 
him. after the end of the meeting, 
by swarms of spectators.

of "La Ilotonde"i published cri- 
ticism of the Ottawa adminis- 
tration for "religious paterna- 
lism". 

Laval authorities refused to 
roview Lacharité's case, and tho 
Canadian University Press pas- 
sed a resolution condemning the 
decision at the annual CUP con- 
ference in Winnipeg during the 
holidays. ■ »

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'% Student Conferences 

Do student conferences really accomplish anything? 

One hears a great deal of talk these days about the 
"value of cultural exchange", and the great and beneficial 
results which will accrue to the world from the sense of tol- 
erance and mutual trust that always results when "people 
get together and discuss common problems". The point gen- 
erally made is that in a "time of crisis such as our own", 
When there is so much "misunderstanding between nations" 
(as if this was a recent innovation), the thing most sorely 
needed is "co-operation between enlightened men of good 
will" in order to establish a "just' and lasting peace". . 

And all that. 

When the euphemisms are taken away, what remains? 
We doubt very much if any number of student conferences, 
however well-organized, could actually do much to change 
the destiny of nations, or break down the - self -justifying 
barriers of fear and suspicion which exist between the 
major power blocs. 

Nonetheless, it would be a bad mistake to deprecate the 
value of these conferences. Meetings — almost any kind 
of meetings, on almost any basis — between students from 
various countries are all of immense value. For when 
students get together, at a conference, a. seminar, or a 
social gathering, they do not consciously worry about -re- 
lieving world tension or promoting "cultural exchange". 
They simply get to know each other as people, learn about 
each other's tribal customs — what the others think, what 
they do, what their aspirations are; where they go on Sat- 
urday nights; what their, political ideals are, and why; 
how they spend their lives. . > 

By such means, conferences afford students an honest, 
firj3t-hand appraisal of other ways of life — or perhaps 
the revelation that what we tend to think of as "other 
ways of life" may not be so different from our own. 

Close to home, it is unfortunate that there is so little 
rapport between McGill students and those at the U of M. 
and Laval. Most McGill students would probably be sur- 
prised at the political consciousness and fiery enthusinsm 
of our French-Canadian colleagues — not to mention the 
vivacity of their co-eds. 

On the international level, the summer seminars spon- 
sored by the World University Service provide an ndmirable 
opportunity for Btudents from all over Canada to travel, 
study, and enjoy themselves in company with Btudents. 
{from other dôuntries. Next summer's seminar is being 
Iheld in the West Indies.' Beside the obvious advantages 
; of travel and .climate, the trip will give students an opport- 
unity to learn about an important and rapidly developing 
.area of the world. 

If we want to learn about what's going on in the 
.world, if we want to know what people are thinking and 
saying, there's only one real way — to go and find out 
for ourselves. 

History Lesson ? 

The New Year often brings with it more than just ano- 
ther year. This time it ushered in the overthrow of the 
Batista regime in Cuba. The motif of the current situation 
in that country should be "rejoice with trembling", since 
we may or may not see a repetition of history. 

No matter for what reasons, the overthrow of Batista 
has been possible through violence — the Jacobin "philo- 
sophy" — and this violence still continues. The losers of 
the struggle are being executed summarily or by what ap- 
pears to be "kangaroo courts", whether rightly or wrongly 
is not for us to decide. The Cubans will in all likelihood 
maintain that such swift "justice" was well deserved, a 
conclusion the French reached in the case of Marie-Antoi- 
nette during the 18th century Jacobin bloodbath. 

Most of these militant revolutions in. which change is 
forced by -violence usually result in one form of dictator- 
ship being replaced by another, and the abuse of the term 
"democracy" should deceive none of us. Very often, the 
♦'cure" is worse than the disease. 

Some anthropologists maintain that human societies 
tend to emerge from their primitive states through a series 
of violent social upheavals accompanied by much atrocity 
and bloodshed. 

Gradually, they say, societal change becomes less vio- 
lent until mature statehood is nchicved, and social problems 
are ironed out with non and paper rather than with sword 
and fire. 

We can thus be hopeful that despite his compromising 
with violence, Fidel Castro as a man of some education will 
let bygones be bygones, and institute his socio-economic re- 
forms with moderation and-thus set an example for .others 
to emulate.

The Indignities of Illiberal Men 



Since the only thread of political 
or social philosophy binding toge- 
ther these different groups is one 
of illiberal anarchy, any individual 
who- could unite (and consequently 
strengthen) them is implicitly a 
threat to liberalism. , 

The Procedure 

As anticipated, (except far a 
bomb Kara that delayed the matt- 
ing soma twenty minutes), proce- 
dure diverged vary little from the 
stereotyped conception *f what It 
would be like. Following the open- 
ing recitation of the pledge of al- 
legiance, a prayer was read, cal- 
ling upon the Lord to "give 
strength" to this poor, persecuted, 
politically-unambitious, proselyte, 
this innocent country boy from 
Combe, Arkansas, — Orval Faubus. 

Next, an Imposing baritone — 
prostituting his considerable natur- 
al talent — presented an Impor- 
tant contribution. He began with 
a rousing rendition of the National 
Anthem (they have onel) and con- 
cluded with an even more rousing 
rendition of "Stout-hearted Men . 

This .was followed by brief- In- 
troductions of all but two of the 
platform guests and. ultimately, by 
the introduction of the guest of 
honour himself. The selection of 
the man who Introduced the gov- 
ernor appeared to me most signi- 
ficant. He was a tall, soft-spoken, 
distinguished-looking, conservative- 

S •dressed "former* politician by 
e name of Wright Morrow. (Mr. 
Morrow is a former Democratic 
national committeeman for Texas). 
This Introduction appeared . to 
render a reassuring — albeit de- 
ceiving — element or dignity to 
the entire proceedings. 

After the speech and the cus- 
tomary thanking of the guest 
speaker, another prayer was 
piously uttered forth, once again 
appealing to supernatural assis- 
tance for this devotee who Is doing 
so much for the cause. Whereas 
the first prayer had been read by 
a Baptist minister, this one was 
led by a Catholic priest; again 
giving rise to a unity under Faubus 
of two opposing groups whose tra- 
ditional animosity has often been 
exacerbated in the South by the 
KKK. 

The Audience 

By far tha great majority of the 
audience was an essentially sympa» 
thatlc and Intellectually effet, 
shadow of tha groupa organising 
the matting. Few ware under fifty 
years of age, and only a minority of 
those to whom I spoke had attend- 
ed university. They did not In tha 
main appear to understand the In- 
g*nlously-*mb*lllih*d legalistic ar- 
guments propounded by the- gover- 
nor, but this did hot Inhibit them 
from magnifying to exhuberant - 
proportions the trkklas of courte- 
ous applause emanating from the 
more sophisticated platform guests. 

In contrast to the elderly sympa- 
thetic segment of the audience, 
most of the hecklers was surpris- 
ingly sporadic and relatively in-, 
effective, perhaps partly because 
of the insecurity which one "tends 
to feel In the face of preponderant 
narrow-mindedness. 

Near the end of his speech, Fau- 
bus remarked that one of his an- 
cestors, had fought under Washing- 
ton during the American Revolu- 
tion. After the applause had sub- 
sided, Dr. Daniel L. Rosenstein, a 
former Oklahoman. yelled from the 
back of the hall. "Hurray for your 
grand father!" Within seconds the 
house lights were thrown on, ac- 
cusing fingers were pointed, cries 
of "throw him out!" echoed all 
over the hall, and Texas Rangers 
appeared to escort the young doc- 
tor and his wife to a waiting car. 

Little wonder that heckling was 
Infrequent. 

The Speaker . 

If there was any resemblance 
between Gov. Faubus and tha Deep 

South politician of . caricature, it 
was greatly overshadowed by his 
conservatively dark suit and tie, 
his precise English grammar, and 
his well-modulated voice with little 
trace of accent — all this adding 

Up to a carefully-constructed pic- 
ture of the Wall-Strest-brekar turn- 
ad humble-leader of his fellow 
countryman. 

His manner was , most disturb- 
ing to me — it appeared too me- 



ticulously pedantic, rather than ef- 
fusively and bombastically politi- 
cal. The latter approach has a 
built-in control: Its overbearing 
character precipitates an almost 
reflexive mood of caution among 
an audience. But the governor's 
presentation Is infinitely more dan- 
gerous. He is able to convey to his 
audience the impression that his 
analysis is emotionally detached 
and objectively valid. The only 
containing element in such a deli- 
very is a rational, discerning elec- 
torate. And I lack the smallest 
spark of confidence In the efficacy 
Indeed, the existence of this safe- 
guard. 

The Speech 

The speech itself was centred 
around the Bill of Right* embodied 
by the eleven amendments to the 
United Stataa Constitution. But 
most members ef the audience did 
not come to hear about legal sub- 
tleties; they cam* to have their 
outlook justified and their opinions 
reinforced. Faubus did net disap- 
point them. He told them exactly 
what they cam* to hear. 

In his exposition, the governor 
took each amendment in turn, 
showing how the Federal Govern- 
ment had encroached upon the 
rights of private citizens and 
of the individual states. 

In a similar manner. Gov. Fau- 
bus carefully Analyzed each sec- 
tion of the Bill of Rights, «repeat- 
edly pointing to the venal and 
oppressive behaviour of the go- 
vernment at Washington. His end 



seemed to be the reassurance' of 
the southern segregationists. His 
means was to discredit the. Su- 
preme Court and the Federal 
government, in an attempt tu 
strengthen such rationalizations 
as the following: "If the Supre- : 
me Court's desegregation order 
were really the law of the land, 
then we would be bound by it. 
But this is not now the case". 
Certainly there are better reasons?-^ " 
for opposing immediate intégra- 
tlon in the South. He cited elabo- 
rate quotations from the writing.i 
and speeches of such universally^ 
respected national heroes as W" 
hington and Jefferson. In hta ' 
guest for authorities, he evu 
found room for a remark by 
William 0. Douglas, the Justice, 
incidentally, who handed down 
the Supreme Court's much-mali- 
gned desegregation decision. 

Covernor Faubus' speech, than 
Ilk* many other components of 
the meeting, was apparently i»- 
signed to dignify the Indignities 
of Illiberal men and to eelve their 
guilty consciences. In this respect. 
It was a success — and success, 
our society teachea ue, Is the goal 
•f life.

"War Inevitable - 




Declares

War between the United State» and Rusiia Is inevitable. An immediate world war 
would be to the advantage of the west, for although we are already far behind the Commun- 
iste in the field of conventional weapon«, we still hold a ulim but ever-diminishing lead in 
•nuclear warfare development We should fight while we are still ahead. 

This philosophy was advanced 
by Major-General Charles B. 
Westover, Director of Planning 
for the Strategic Air Command, 
at the recent Student Conferen- 
ce on National Affairs held at 
Texas A and M University (near 
Houston). McGill was represent- 
ed by two delegates, Hligh Wal- 
ker, Chairman of Freshman Re- 
ception and the Winter Carniv- 
al, and Morris Fish, President 
of the Debating Union and mem- 
ber of the recently retired SEC. 

Westover went on to advocate 
the use of. the atomic bomb in 
even minor skirmishes, explain, 
ing that it was a "clean and ef- 
ficient" method of terminating 
brushfire wars. He maintained 
for Instance that the Strategic 
Air Command should have been 
called upon to deliver their at- 
omic punch In Korea. 



"FRIGHTENING" 

. According , to W a 1 k e r the. 
speech, was ; "frightening", and 
he came awây with the; impres- 
sion that since the existence of 
SAC depended upon the use of 
nuclear warfare, this high of- 
ficial had cheerfully committed 
himself to its use. The main 
body of opinion within the con- 
ference did not agree with the 
Major-General however. 

Sources of national and Inter- 
national tension constituted the 
.main theme of the conference. 
Speakers and panels discussed 
some .of the issues involved be- 
fore over 10 delegates, represent- 
ing about 40 universities and 
colleges. The University of To- 
ronto was the only other Cana*- 
dlan university represented.

over, three other main speakers 
addressed the conference. 

According to tht McGill délé- 
gation, the most outstanding 
speech was delivered by Arthur 
Htdley, Newt Development Edi- 
tor of the Now York Herald-Tri- 
bune, Dispelling many Idealistic 
notions concerning tht press, the' 
Journalist discussed the not In- 
frequent lick of objectivity in 
facHnterpretaton and newspaper 
opinions. He cited at factor in 
this failing the reles played by 
clrcujatioti, advertising, expenses, 
and ,'reederahip level In Indivi- 
dual publications. 

Hadley analyzed many dangers 
encountered In his own field, 
news creating. By sending a cou-' 
pie of correspondents to a certain 
area, this often attracts many mo- 
re journalists from other news- 
papers. Their stories and the re- 
sulting public interest may blow 
an issue into far more than its 
actual significance. There is also 
the public interest stirred up by 
placing a story on the front page. 
The public demanda more infor- 
mation, and the issue snowballs 
in a vicious circle. He felt that 
the De Gaulle issue in France 
was an example of this process. 

S. G. Ramachandaràn, First Se- 
cretary of the Indian Embassy., in 
Washington,- spoke of the désire 
on the part of underdeveloped 
Countries for loans, capital Invest- 
ment, and' trade rather than out- 
right foreign aid. The latter, he 
emphasised, improved conditions 
in the short run period, but only 
by the former could these coun- 
tries bo eventually able to com- 
pete effectively on the world mar- 
ket and develop their natural 
industries. • 

Dr. Kenneth Holland, President 
of the Institute of International 
Education (Which among other 
things arranges debating tours 
(n America by English university 
teams), addressed the conference 
on the need for cultural and edu- 
cational 'exchanges, at both stu- 
dent and adult level, with Latin 
America. His speech was describ- - 
-ed as "dry" and "full of platitu- 
des and generalities". 

On the final day of the con- 
ference a -panel discussion was 
held on the abolition of financial 
assistance to. foreign countries. 
-Results were inconclusive.
